Response to Amendment 

2, The amendment filed 1/31/06 under 37 CFR 1.116 in reply to the final rejection 
has been considered but is not deemed to place the application in condition for 
allowance because: 

a. Applicant's arguments filed 1/31/06 have been fully considered but they 

are not persuasive. 

In response to applicant's arguments regarding claim 49, wherein on pages 1 1 
and 12, the applicant states that a prima facie case of obviousness has not been 
established in the combined teachings of Shih and Machida. Particularly, the applicant 
states that neither Shih nor Machida suggests any desirability to display destination 
options on the display of the standalone scanner of Shih. Respectfully, the examiner 
disagrees. As noted in the Office Action dated 12/2/06, Machida discloses a PC for 
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displaying destination options based on accessing the at least one network device using 
icons (figs. 5 &11). Further, as noted in Shih, the network standalone scanner includes 
a display to eliminate the need of a PC in the communication between a scanner and 
other peripheral devices (col. 3, lines 33-46). In other words, the standalone scanner of 
Shih can communicate directly/independently with other peripheral devices without the 
presence of the PC in the network. Since Shih discloses the standalone scanner having 
the display for displaying information regarding the destinations and the scanner 
initiates the transfer of the image data over the network without the PC, and Machida 
discloses the improved and user-friendly display setting in the network communication 
system, it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to include the 
display function taught by Machida into the display of the standalone scanner of Shih. 
The motivation/ desirability for combining would have been to provide a well-known user- 
friendly, less complicated display setting for the data communication at the site of the 
standalone scanner. Hence, the examiner maintains the rejection. 

In response to applicant's arguments regarding claim 62, wherein on pages 12 
and 13, the applicant states that Machida fails to teach or suggest a display for 
displaying destination locations on the network device. The examiner disagrees. 
Referring to figs. 42 & 43 and col. 39, lines 1-21 of Machida, it clearly teaches the 
display for displaying a particular location in the network device. 

In response to applicant's arguments regarding claims 54 and 81, wherein on 
pages 13 and 14, the applicant states that Machida fails to disclose icons representing 
folders in a user interface. The examiner disagrees. Again, referring to figs. 42 & 43 
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and col. 39, lines 1-21 of Machida, it clearly discloses the icons representing folders in a 
user interface.
